The  following  is  the  article  of  amendment 
to  the  constitution,  proposed  yesterday  : 
“The  Excutive  power ’shall  be  rested  iu  a 
President  of  the  United  States  of  America. 
He  shall  hold  his  office  during  the  term  of 
six  years.  No  person  elected  to  the  office 
of  President  shall  lie  eligible  for  re-elec¬ 
tion.

Congressional  Gossip.  -J 

Congress  commence*  war  as  usual,  character¬ 
ized  by  the  rush,  of  th*  curious  who  tilled  the 
galleries.  Of  the  whnfearmy  of  martyrs  on  the 
floor  of  the  House,  none  attracted  more  attention 
thaa  General  Busier,  who  wore  nn  expression  of 
countenance  which  is  peculiar  to  Ihe  'placid  fea¬ 
tures  of  virtue's  votary  at  the  close  of  a  well-spent 
life. 

Speaker  Blaine  cailqd  the  House  to  order.  Mr. 
Phelps  ot  New  Jersey  endeavored  to  resolve  away 
the  gag-law,  and  the  House  then  took  a  recess — 
nothing  else,  be  it  understood,  >ave  a  sandwich 
sold  in  reformed  restaurant  down  stairs— and  ut 
1.35  P.  M.  resumed  Its  session  and  heard  the 
President’s  Mo«sage. 

Mr  Garrield  theu  1<»(I  off  in  reporting  the  Legis¬ 
lative  bills. 

Mr.  Tyner  reported  a  bill  to  purchase  scales  tor 
the  P.  0.  Department,  to  estimate  the  amount  of 
postage  on  prepaid  newspapers. 

Mr.  Sunset  Cox  and  General  Butler  here  began 
where  they  left  ofl  lust  session— Mr.  C.  wishing  to 
speak,  and  Mr  B.  deqiining  10  listen.

A  Tragic  Affair  with  Burglars. 

William  Monier  and  Joseph  Douglass,  two 
desperate  professional  burglars,  wore  shot 
and  killed  early  on  Monday  morning  at 
Bay  Ridge,  L.  I..  having  been  surprised  in 
an  attempted  robbery  of  the  country  resi¬ 
dence  of  Judge  Van  Brunt.  The  house  was 
unoccupied,  but  provided  with  a  burglar 
alarm,  the  wires  of  which  communicated 
with  the  neighboring  house  of  Mr.  J.  Holmes 
Van  Brunt,  the  Judge’s  brother.  The  sound¬ 
ing  of  the  alarm  in  the  bed-room  of  Mr  .Van 
Brunt  aroused  him  at  two  o’clock,  und  he 
directed  his  son.  Albert  Van  Brunt,  to  go 
over  and  investigate  the  cause  of  the  alarm. 
The  young  man  dressed  quickly,  took  a  re¬ 
volver  and  a  lantern,  awoke  a  man  named 
Scott,  who  slept  in  the  stable,  and  who  had 
charge  of  the  Judge’s  house.  The  two  vtent 
over,  and  finding  the  cellar  door  open,  which 
hail  been  locked  over  night,  knew  that  the 
house  had  been  invaded.  They  also  saw 
light.*  moving  about  in  the.  room*,  which 
convinced  them  that  a  robbery  was  in  pro¬ 
gress.  They  then  proceeded  to  lay  plan*  to^ 
intercept  the  thieves.  While  Scott  remained 
watching  the  young  man  went  back  Hml  se¬ 
cured  the  assistance  of  ..is  father  and  a  hired 
man,  named  Herman,  armed  with  pistols 
and  shot  guns.  The  four  then  took  up  their 
positions  about  the  house.  The  buiglars| 
within  at  length  became  aluViued  by  a  noise  , 
made  by  Scott,  who  went  up  to  the  house 
to  unlock  one  of  the  doors.  The  word  was 
soon  given  by  Mr.  Van  Brunt,  who  was 
watching  the  cellar  door,  “  Look  out ! , 
They’re  coming.”  “It  was  pitch  dark,, 
and  I  could  not  see  them,  but  felt , 
that  they  were  coming.”  says  Mr.  Van  j 
Brunt,  in  bis  account  of  the  transaction. 
“When  I  thonght  they  were  at  the  top  of  j 
the  stairs  I  called  out,  ‘.Stand  !'  The  1111^ 
swer  was  two  pistol  shot*  in  the  direction 
of  my  voice.  By  the  flash  of  the  pistols  I 
caught  nn  indistinct  sight  of  the  two  men 
at  the  top  of  the  cellar  stairs.  I  fired  iff  one 
of  them.  H.  started  to  run  around  the 
northern  end  of  the  house.  Scott  also  fired, 
but  neither  shot  took  effect.  ”  The  rest  of 
the  stoty  is  told  by  Albert  Van  Brunt,  who 
met  the  men  immediately  after  these  shots. 
He  says  “Wo  could  hear  the  men  rushing 
toward  us  at  full  speed.  I  fired  at 
the  man  nearest  the  house,  aud  Herman  aud 
myself,  almost  at  the  same  instant,  discharg¬ 
ed  our  pieces  at  the  other  man.  w'lio  stagger¬ 
ed  toward  the  fi  nee  and  fell  against  it. 
No  sooner  had  the  last  shot  from  our  guns 
been  fired  than  I  heard  the  report  of  a  pis¬ 
tol  within  four  feet  of  me  and  the  whizzing 
of  a  bullet  near  my  head.”  I  turned  in  the 
direction  from  which  the  shot  came,  and 
was  greeted  bv  another.  This  time  I  felt 
the  powder  in  my  face.  I  could  see  the  form 
of  a  man  within  an  arm’s  length  of  me,  and 
could  plainly  distinguish  the  glistening  bar¬ 
rel  of  his  pistol!  As  he  raised  his  pistol  the 
third  time  I  clubbed  my  gun  and  stiuck  his 
right  arm  with  the  stock.  The  blow  must 
have  Keen  a  strong  one,  for  the  gun  snap¬ 
ped  like  a  pipe  sten^  His  arm  fell  power¬ 
less  at  the  side  but  to  avoid  dropping  his 
pistol  he  clutched  his  right  with  his  left 
hand,  and  I  could  see  that  he  was  trying  to 
bring  his  weapon  into  range  for  a  fourth  shot. 
But  the  useless  arm  made  his  motions  slow, 
and  gave  me  to  draw  my  revolver  which  wa* 
in  Ihe  right  hand  pocket  of  my  trousers.  But 
as  his  chances  of  escape  become  smaller  his 
desperation  aud  anger  increased,  and  he 
nttered  a  horrid  imprecation  as  the  gun 
struck  his  arm.  When  I  drew  my  revol¬ 
ver  from  my  pocket  I  was  close  enough  to 
the  burglar’s  face,  but  still  it  was  so
